tine's Church was dedicated Tuesday 
evening with appropriate and impres- 
sive exercises. The evening opened 
with a play entitled Two Little Pil- 
grims and The Book - Beloved. The 
purpose of. the play was to teach the 
true meaning of the various offices 
in the Prayer Book. The synopsis of 
the play is as follows: Two little pil- 
grims come from the land of darkness, 
hunting for Mother Church, of whom 
they had heard from missionaries. 
Mother Church discovers .them rest- 
Ing near the wayside cross; after they 
explain for what they are seeking, 
she shows them each office, and they 
in turn, explain to tho pilgrims their 
use in tho church. 


After the book binder has bound 


the book Mother Church presents it to 
the little pilgrims, who are not will- 
ing to take it unless Mother Church 
goes with it 
Finally, a child of the 


Sunday School presents Mother Church 
with a mite box with which she is 
able to accompany, the little pilgrims 
to the land of darkness. The en- 
trances wore'made by the singing of 
hymns. 


The costumes were effective and in 


excellent taste, the dresses of the lit- 
tle girls being white, with tho accom- 
panying Confirmation veil. 


Tho boys wore cottas and cassocks, 


except Confirmation and Prayer for 
Prisoners, who like the Acolytes wore 
red vestments. The pilgrims were 
gartwd in oriental costume. Mrs. D. 
R. Thomson, who represented Mother 
Church wore white, vith a bishop's 
mitre on her head, a white cotta with 
a red cross and a sword at her belt. 


After the play, Bishop Weller spoke 


as follows: "Tills is a small but 
beautiful hall, but Rhlnelander par- 
ish is small and consequently the hall 
seems ample for the needs of the parish! 
I am delighted to aay that the finances 
were furnished by men and not by 
women and without doubt the men 
will pay the balance due on ..the hall 
at the proper time, American men 
of today are inclined to think religion 
effeminate; hundreds of the best peo- 
ple do not cross the threshhold of a 
church, consequently it gives me spe- 
cial delight tliat the men of this 
church have made possible this beau- 
tiful structure. 


"A man who has done more for 


Wisconsin than almost any other, has 
•left a motto at the entrance of Racine 
College which reads, 'Work Hard, 
Pray Hard, Play Hard.' Father John- 
son has worked hard to unify all 
classes in this church. We fear he 
has worked too hard. 
The spirit 


which has brought about tills unifica- 
tion will spread out and greatly In- 
crease the Influence of the church. 
The duty of every man is. to love his 
God and his neighbor, hence the love 
of neighbor should also be developed." 


The Bishop impressed upon the au- 


dience the necessity for this social 
side of religion and that this hall has 
been erected for work and for play. 
In no sense a religious structure, the 
church filling that, capacity. 
The 


hall was primarily and exclusively to 
be used for work and amusements, so 
there must be no misunderstanding 
as to its mission. 


Following the talk an Informal re- 


ception was held and ice cream and 
cake was served to the guest*.

HBO, charging that the Standard Oil 
company, the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany aiid the Republic Oil company 
were In a trust and were parties to 
a conspiracy to control the price of 
oil and petroleum products In 
Mis- 


souri, and to limit and prevent compe- 
tition In the oil business. 


Judge Anthony of Frederlcktown,

court to take testimony nnd report 
his finding to the court.

gle," and tho poach orchard, which 
season uftor season renews itself In 
blossom nnd fruit; tho wheat Held, 
yearly sown to the ftnnm crop, but no 
longer yielding its "harvest of death"; 
grim Devil's Den, a rocky, wood-tan- 
gled maze to-day as It was and has 
ever boon since the red Indian and 
savage beast sought it for their lair; 
Ibo same wooded heights of Little and 
Illg Roundtop, partly denuded, yot 
with many surviving ancient trees 
scarred and broken and torn by solid 
shot nnd Bhcll, or trunks pimpled by 
mlnlo bullets, but fruitful yot with 
leafy life. 


Vanished 
only are the 
mangled 


corpses of tho slain, tho rushing col- 
umns of struggling foeman, tho blnz- 
Ing lines, tho crash of musketry and 
cannon's deafening 
roar, tho dylas 


groana and frantic, swelling cheers. 
With all these niarvolously preserved 
vestiges of the battle still dellnlng Ita 
varying fortunes, and with the graph- 
ic story of tho guides, very llttlo ex- 
ercise of tho Imagination Is needed 
even to a stranger, none at all to tho 
veteran who fought there to recon- 
struct the scene, and once Been render 
Its realization vividly impressed for- 
ever on tho mind.
